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| A credible report from the High- 
land Park factory is that the as-

| Ford plans are. As good a guess as 
any is that no definite announce- 
ment will be made while there is 
the present widespread speculation 
as to future Ford policy. A cut in 
present prices, to let Ford dealers 
clear their shelves of the model T 
chassis, indicated, to be followed 
by an announcement of an entirely 
1eW car. 

One story of interest is that when 
Mr. Ford was recently asked if he 
did not think that time was ripe 
for a comprehensive campaign of 
announcement, his answer, charac- 
teristicaliy commonscnse, was to the 
effect that he saw no reason for 
spending money to get himself 
talked about, as long as the papers 
at no expense. 
{He knows well enough that what- 

er the talk about him is, it serves 
to keep him and his product promi-

There is no doubt that many of

the Ford dealers are disaffected 
and that some of them are closer 
to open rebellion than they have 
ever dared to be before. In many 
cases, they have given up the 
franchise; but the Ford explana- 
tion of this is that those dealers 
who have done so were not satis- 
factory to the administration (Mr. 
Ford) and that no regret is felt 
at their defection. 

In the meantime, 
dividend was smaller than usual— 
and there appears to be no good 
reason why it should*have been— 
the Ford Motor Company made 
about $90,000,000 in that year.
